DJ2HD will be operating using the callsigns HBO/ 
homecall from July 15-19. They hope to be on 80-6 
meters using CW, SSB and RTTY. QSL via their 
home callsigns. 


HR HONDURAS The Radio Club de Honduras DX 
Team will celebrate their 50th anniversary operating 
a special event station using the special callsign 
HQ50RCH from June 21 through July 31.

The following is an email J.D. W&AJD received 
from the Chief operator of the LST325 ship. 
Perry W8AU 


“We can support up to three simultaneous 
operations, but two at a time is easier to 

manage. We also have to consider that large 
tour groups will be viewing the radio room as they 
are escorted through the ship. 


Let me describe the details that need to be 
addressed for a smooth operation such as this. 
1. List all your operators that would like to 
participate. 

a. Divide them into 2 or 3 persons for each 
"shift." 

b. Shifts can be 4 hours or all day, depending on 
number of participants. 

Ship hours are usually 9 a.m. until 5 p.m. on 
tour stops. 

c. We need CW operators (20 wpm and 
up). CW was the main WW2 mode. 

We balance this with one operator on FONE 
and the other CW during a shift. 

We can also use RTTY and other digital 
modes, if desired. 

d. We can cover all ham bands from 160 thru 2 
meters, CW/SSB/AM. 

NOTE: Those that can operate using 
SEPARATE TX and RX (historic method) and want 
to operate the WW2 Navy equipment on CW or AM, 
are encouraged to do so. Old-Timers are familiar 
with this, but ANYONE who wishes to have a 
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"vicarious" experience such as "re-enactors" do is 
welcome to do so. We will supply instruction to 
those who need it. 

e. Be advised that non-ham operations such 
as MARS can be can be accommodated. 

And if you have any former Merchant 

Marine Radio operators in the group, they can 
use Marine channels with our navy call NWVC. 


2. Once the tour visit dates are established, 
prepare your operator schedules. 

a. Operators need not supply anything. But 
if CW oprs feel more comfortable with a KEY of 
their own, they may bring it. 

b. Submit your schedule to me AND Pete at 
least ONE week ahead of our departure time from 
Evansville, IN. 

c. For local contacts, specify your local 
"watering hole" frequency(s) so we can have the 
appropriate gear ready. (typically today these are 2 
meter FM simplex or repeaters.) 

c. We will try to have Radio "visitor" badges at 
the gate for those participating. 


While we know that "code-free" licensing has tipped 
the balance even more to 'phone operating, we 
have to emphasize that we are a MUSEUM ship, 
demonstrating the operating modes and skills of the 
1941-1953 period (includes Korean war). We don't 
intend any discrimination against ‘phone operators, 
but have to maintain at least a 50/50 balance when 
it comes to Radio Room operations. 


We look forward to working with you, and enjoying 
your company.
